REPORT OF 
THE BOARD OF EDUCATION. 


SWI 


The School Board has labored diligently the past year 
to secure the best teachers within the command of the 
means of the town; and, forthe most part, good work has 
been accomplished, and the teachers have been diligent 
and untiring in their efforts, and alive to the importance 
of their work. Teaching is one of the fine arts; it does 
not simply consist of going to the school room and 
hearing recitations, but it needs careful attention and 
faithful study. Teachers fail more often for lack of 
government than want of knowledge. Ii “order 1s 
Heaven’s first law,’ it certainly should be the first in the 
school room. Without good order it is simply impossi- 
ble to have a good School. ‘The teacher’s task is some- 
times rendered extremely difficult and unpleasant by 
the manifest want of sympathy and co-operation on the 
part of parents. Let us, then, do all we can to assist the 
teachers in the discharge of their duties; and when they 
come to our schools let us early get acquainted with 
them, invite them to our homes, and, whenever we can 
justly do so, offer a few words of commendation rather 
than look for flaws in their manner of conducting our 
schools. Let us teach our children at home good morals, 
purity of thought and speech, honesty, truthfulness, 
good behavior, obedience, temperance, and all things 
necessary for good citizenship, and thereby we shall be 
giving lasting benefit to the rising generation, and our 
schools will accomplish better results than heretofore. 

We have endeavored to supply the schools through- 
out the town with all needed improvements that we 
thought the town could well afford; but we think in the 
coming year it will be necessary to make some improve- 
ment in the way of heating the village school-house. 
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VILLAGE SCHOOL.

Miss Jackson was a teacher 
of considerable experience and gave good satisfaction, 
the pupils showing marked improvement under her 
instruction, and all regretted that she did not return for 
the fallterm.
